Secondlie, becauſe wee knowe, thoſe are 

not the beſt thinges, which GOD. hath appoynted 

for vs: but wee looke for better,even for ſuch as 

eye hath not ſtent, and eare hath not heard , neyther 

haue entered into the heart of man. 

The other ſeatence, to wit, The £0 & D 'hath 
taken away, ſeemeth, as I ſayde before, to importe 
reall miſerie : for, the ſweeter a benefite is, the 
more bitrer & grievous is the removing therof:and 
it is accounted worſe, to-loſe former happineſle, 
than neyer to haue beene happie at all, Bur firſt, 
I know, yee never placed your happineſle in anie 
worldlie thing; butin the light of GODS Coun- 
renance, who is onelie able to pur ſingular joye in 
mens hearts, even then when al worldly things do 
fayle, GOD would never haue bidden vs re- 
joyce evermore,if Hee had not given vs a permanent 
and vnchangeable cauſe of joye. And therefore 


Chryſoftome marketh well, that whereas all _ in 
hn 
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*+1m.13. 47 their particular Trades, and negotiations, ayme at 
a ſolide and permanent joye; thoſe onelie attayne ro 
itzwho feare GOD: becauſethoſe onlie have_} gay- 
zed the true roote—- of pleaſure, and the.p ſource,or 
Fountayne_ of joye. This Fountayne, hee telleth 
vs, is lyke the Ocean;zfrom whence all waters have 
their originall, and that becauſe of the grearreile 
thereof. For, ſayeth hee, as a ſparke of fyre, fal» 
ling intothe Sea, is eafilie extinguiſhed ; ſo, what- 
ſoever evill commerh_vpon vs, it falling into a 
great Ocean..of gladneſſe, is ſoone extinguiſhed, 

and evaniſheth. | | 
Secondlie, that degree of temporall happineſſe, 
Which yce had by your ſonne, ſtoode not:lo.much 
in having a ſonne, as in having a good, pious, and 
vertuous ſonne. And this degree of _ is 
not removed, but much augmented: and 1o ſetled, 
and eſtabliſhed , that nowe .vnto all zternitie yee 
ſhall haue ſuch a ſonne. 'For his knowledge is now 
perfected; Fayth becing changed into Sight; and 
Hope, into Fruition : and it is fred fromall doub. 
ting. inquyring, ſearching, & from all that trouble 
and ſorrow, which here 1s encreaſed,whyle know. 
Eccleſ.1.18 ledge is encreaſed . Such lyke, his holineſle is 
now perfeRed: for all the defectes of charitie, or 
the loue of GOD, which were in him, yea, ate in 
the beſt of GODS Saines, whyle they liue 
heere, are nowe removed, together with all his 
temptations, feares, ſorrowes, blottes,and infirmi. 
ties. So that, that crying for mercie, which whyle 
hee lived was in his mouth conrtinuallic; is nowe 
chaunged into a perpetuall Hale/xjah. And the 
Angels, who before were delighted with his poe- 
nitcntiall

nicenriall reares, and groancs, are nowe rejoyced, 
to heare his Songes of Prayſe and Thanks-giving, 
which withthe reſt of thoſe Heavenlic Quiriſters, 
hee fingeth to the'honour of his Maker. |

It wee knewe no more 
but this, wee might juſtlie giue way, even to the 
verie exceſſe of griefe : But bleſſed bee GOD, ,.._ 
who hath given vs this comfort, that alrhough * 4. 
they can not rexurne vnto vs, yet wee} ſhall 29:5 to 
them. Wherefare,as when mea are a-flitting from 
af habitation, ro another, ſome perſons 
tic goe before the reſt , ro that newe

not gticved for the ſeparation from them, whom 
they ſent before them. So wee,and our familics,

quent exercyſes of devotion, Hee eXxtraor= 
dinarie and invincible diligence in the ſtudie of 
Dx 181712; cſpeciallic in meditating gs 
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holie Scxr»rvaes, and reading the beſt Com- xy;p, ;, 
mentaries that he could get thereypon. So that as which hee 
S, Terome ſayd of his friend Neporiav, (who alſo died mm E. 
th young ) hee made his breaſt CHRIST'S Biblio- pitaph, 
a- thece. In a word, then, hee-dcfired 19 know no- 
to thing, but CH RIST, and Him crucified: neyther 1. Cor...z, 
id laboured hee for anic thing earncſtlie, but onclie 
ke to bee crucified with CHRIST, and wnto the Galat.2,20 
1- worlde.
